2. CURRENT STATUS FOLLOWS:

3. THE REPUTATION AND SUPPORT GAINED DURIG THE SIX YEAR 

PERIOD OE LATE OPERATIONS IN VENEZUELA IS EVIDENCED BY THE REQUESTS 
AND FIRM SALARY COMMITMENTS AND THE EACT THAT SEVERAL EELLOWS 
HAVE RECEIVED DEFERS OF UNIVERSITY CONTRACTS TO REMAIN 
ON AFTER THEIR EELLOWSHIPS HAVE TERMINATED. 

4. AS THE DEPARTMENT IS AWARE, VENEZUELA IS ENTERING A PERIOD 
OE RAPID EXPANSION IN ECONOMIC, TECHNOLOGICAL, AGRICULTURAL 
AND OTHER AREAS, AND NEW INSTITUTIONS ARE EMERGING 
(COMMUNITY COLLEGES, TECHNICAL INSTITUTES, UNIVERSITY 
SATELLITE CAMPUSES, AND SEVERAL PRIVATE UNIVERSITIES). 

THE PRESENT LEVEL OE THE CU EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGE ALLOCATION 
AND THE ABSENCE OE A BI-NATIONAL COMMISSION PROGRAM 
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WOULD APPEAR TO INDICATE THAT THE RESOURCES REQUIRED TO 
SUPPORT LATE EELLOWSHIPS (OP SELECTED FELLOWS AND PIELDS) 

ARE WELL WORTHWHILE. 

5. THE POST CONSIDERS THAT LATE HAS A DEPINITE ROLE IN 
VENEZUELA. IT HAS ALREADY INDICATED THAT LATE MIGHT WELL COVER 
YOUNGER PROEESSORS AND CIES HANDLE THE REQUESTS FOR 
PERSONS WHO HAVE ALREADY ACHIEVED RECOGNITIION. THE PROBLEM 
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ENDEMIC TO ACADEMIC PROGRAMS OE FIRMING UP PLACEMENTS IS 
UNDERSTANDABLE ESPECIALLY IN TERMS OF THE CURENT TIGHT JOB 
MARKET IN THE U.S. SINCE CANDIDATES TEND TO SEIZE UPON THE JOB 
OEFER IN PREFERENCE TO THE OVERSEAS ASSIGNMENT. 

6. ONE DEEINITE ADVANTAGE OE LATE PROGRAM IS THE EACT THAT 
ITS EELLOWS ARE SCREENED BY A PERSONAL INTERVIEW. 

7. CONSULTATION BETWEEN LATF REPRESENTATIVE GOETZ 
AND THE CAO AND EXCHANGES OEFICER IS CONSTANT AND HAS 
DEVELOPED VALUABLE COORDINATION.
